New Qbubans, July 9.—^The car con- 
taining Sullivan and bi« friends did not 
come in on tiie qiedal train which 
brought the Eilrain party to the city, 
but was held at Biohburg until a regular 
train came along and did not readi New 
Orleans until 9 p. m. Sullivan was im- 
mediately driven to his quarters, where 
he retired for the nij^t. In the couzse 
of an interview on the train the cham 
pion said that he would niffvm enter the 
zing again under any concdderation. He 
had done his share of fighting and want- 
ed no more of it. He certainly did not 
intend to ^ h t the Oalifomia negro, for 
he considered it degrading for a white 
man to place himself on an equality 
with a negro. His references to Eilrain 
were of a pleasant character and he ex- 
pressed the hope that Kilrain was not 
badly injured. He said that he (Sulli- 
van) had got more effective thumping 
from KilTftii^ than he had ever received 
in his life before. 


Sullivan says that after the disloca- 
tion of a knuckle bone in the Seventh 
round, he was compelled to make the 
fight almost single l^ded. 
Sullivan's 
friends in this city will give him a 
banquet if he will remain in the city 
long enough to attend it. 


Charlie Mitchell says he intends chal- 
lenging Sullivan to fight for $6,000 a 
side in America within three or four 
months. It is generally conceded by 
all who witnessed the fight that SuUivan 
was never in better form and great 
credit is given Muldoon for the manner 
in which he trained and handled his 
man. 


In an interview last night Charlie 
Mitchell said: "I made the mistake of 
over-rating Eilrain. In his fight with 
Jem Smith he did some good work, and 
I thought he would improve it but he 
did not, and that is all there is about 
it." 


Donavan threw up the sponge to save 
him further punishment. He bad no 
chance of beating Sullivan. Kilrain is 
a plncky fighter, but he was out'^dassed. 


Sullivan retired early last night 
He 
was in a hilarious mood over his victory. 
His quarters are at 29 Bampart street, 
where he is a guest It is expected he 
will remain in his present quarters for 
the next iseveral days. To-night he will 
be given a reception by the young men's 
athletic club. A tremendous ovation is 
anticipated. 


With regard to the Bichard E. Fox 
belt, Sullivan told a United Press re- 
porter that he would not touch it 
"I 
would not put it on the neck of a good 
buU dog," he added, "and it is not at 
aU necessary after my performance of 
yesterday to retain it as evidence of my 
title to the diampionship of the world." 


Muldoon has received many congratu- 
lations for bringing Sullivan into the 
excellent condition he was in yesterday. 
He was in a self-satisfied mood when a 
reporter of the United Press saw him 
this morning, but he would not say 
mnch. He expressed his gratification at 
the result of the fight and from his de- 
meanor it is plain that he is proud of 
his work. Joe Cobum said the only 
thing that surprised him was that Eil- 
rain was not knocked out sooner, this, 
however^ was satisfactorily explained 
when the injury to Sullivan's hand was 
known. In his opinion, Sullivan was 
not so good aman at the present time as 
he was other yean^ but he felt satisfied 
that he would never be asked to go in 
the ring to do battle. Muldoon and 
deary, he said, deserved credit for the 
manner in which they trained Sullivan. 


The excitement over the Sullivan- 
Eilrain battle has nearly died out to- 
day and, except about the saloons and 
various headquarters of the sporting 
fraternity, the city is veT qnfet. 
Visi- 
tors to the fight are leaving in large 
numbers for the north. All talk of fights 
between minor pugilists has appaxently 
been ratitely given up and the chief de^ 
sire of everybody is to get home as 
quickly as possible.

The fight b^:an at 10:10 o'clock in the 
morning and lasted two hours and 
eighteen minutes. There was no inter- 
ference and Eilrain was the first to shy 
his castor in the ring. He was second 
by Charley Mitchell and Mike Donovan; 
John Murphy, bottle-holder. 
Sullivan 
followed a minute later and was round- 
ly cheered. 
His seconds were Wm. 
Muldoon and Mike Cleary; Daniel Mur- 
phy, of Boston, bottle-holder. 


PatEenrick, of New Orleans, was 
suggested for referee 
Eilrain, and 
John Fitzpatrick, also of New Orleans, 
by Sullivan. 
After slight wrangling 
Fitzpatrick was mutually agreed on for 
referee. 


Eilrain won the toes for position and 
selected the northeast comer, Sullivan 
taking the southwest 


Just before time was called Eilrain 
stepped over to Sullivan and proffered 
to wager $1,000 on the result which 
was promptly accepted by Sullivan and 
the money placed in Referee Fitzpat- 
rick's hands. 


First round—^Eilrain made a vicious 
pass at Sullivan with his right, landing 
on the left of;the neck. Both clinched 
and Kilrain gained the fall. 


Second—Sullivan feinted with his 
left which Eilrain dodged. 
A cUnch 
followed, Sullivan 
throwing 
Eilrain 
heavily. 


Thizd—Eilrain rushed in and clinched,

voices in the crowd yelled "coward.

number he geintiy pushed him away 
with his Open hand when he could have 
delivered blows that would have settled 
the mill then and there. 


In the thirty-eighth round the referee 
again insisted that EBrain should fight 
and not walk around. Donovan ob- 
jected, but tiie spectators howled him 
down. Sullivan delivered two terrific 
blows in this round, and a third in the 
breast that sent Eilrain two feet back to 
the ropes where he fell in a heap. 


In the forty-fourth round, when Sulli- 
van began to vomit the Eilrainites 
shouted to their man to go for Sullivan 
in the belly. Kilrain could not be per- 
suaded, however, to put up his fists un- 
til his opponent had indicated his readi- 
ness to proceed. In return tc(t his con- 
sideration he got a blow in the neck that 
felled him like an ox. So it went on 
round after round, everyone ending in 
Eilrain going down. In the fifty-fourth 
round Eilrain succeeded in getting in on 
Sullivan's face, but the latter got Eil- 
rain's head in chancery and pummelled 
him to his heart's content. 


The next round ended by Eilrain fall- 
ing to the ground, completdy exhausted 
while endeavoring to spar. Kilrain was 
knocked down in the sixtieth round. In 
the sixty second he wound his arms 
around Sullivan, and the referee was 
forced to tell him to break away, and 
Sullivan himself urged Kilrain to be a 
man. 


In the sixty-third he received a tell- 
ing blow just under the heart, and in 
the sixty-fifth Sullivan went at him 
with a rush. In the next round the 
Boston boy forced him against the ropes 
and banged him right and left. In the 
sixty-seventh and sixty-ninth rounds he 
knocked him under the ropes, while in 
the aixty-eight he sent in two frightful 
upper outs. 


While falling in the sixty-ninth round 
Eilrain caught hold of Si^van's legs. 
Somebody in the crowd shouted out: 
He's dying, John; hit him hard." 
Sullivan's only response was to turn to- 
ward the direction from which the voice 
»came with a look of disgust From this 
on to the seventy-fourth round Kilrain 
dropped at the slightest movement of 
Sullivan's fist 


Sixty-eight—Sullivan 
ended 
the 
round by knocking Kilrain down with 
several upper and lower cuts. 


Sixty-ninth—Kilrain 
was knocked 
down with a severe right-hander on the 
jaw. 


Seventieth—Kilrain very weak and 
Sullivan landing r^)eatedly. 
Eilrain 
tried to throw Sullivan. 


Seventy-third—Eilrain retreated all 
around the ting. 
The round ended 
with Kilrain going down to avoid pun- 
ishment 


Seventy-four—Eilrain led, landing 
slightly on Sullivan. The former finally 
went down with a slight blow. 
, Seventy-five—Eilrain went down with 
a slight blow on the jaw and was cau- 
tioned by the refezee. 


When time was called for the seventy 
aixth round, Mitchell ran over to SuUi- 
van's comer and asked if he would give 
iEilrain a present provided they would 
throw up the iqionge. Sullivan gener- 
ously answered: "Of course I will," but 
Mike Donovan seeing thectmdition of 
bis principal, and to save him further 
punishment threw up the sponge, and 
Suljivan had again proved his titie as 
<diampion of the world. 


The only marks on Sullivan were a 
dight cut nnder the rif^t eye and an- 
other on the left ear. 
Eilrain's body 
showed the effect of Sullivan's blows 
and he was bleeding at the 
nose 


and mouth. Both men were hurriedly 
conveyed to the train by their friends 
and given attention. 
SulUvan's ocmdi- 
ti<ni was superior to Eihain's, the latter 
looking as if he had been over-fetained. 


At no time excepting when Sullivan's
